Harvest Operations 
General Soon; 
Labor is Plentiful 


Harvesting is becoming general 
throughout the Vulcan district and 
will be in full swing by the end of th? 
week. In the east part of the district 
grain is ripening rapidly but harvest 
operations there will be a week or’ten 
days behind the rest of the district. 
Farmers around Ensign, where seed¬ 
ing was also late, are waiting for the 
wheat to fully ripen before combin¬ 
ing. 

, The sale of harvesting machinery 
and trucks is double that of last year 
according to reports, the preparation 
for harvesting of the best crop In sev¬ 
eral years already being reflected by 
an upturn in business. 

Demand for harvest lahof has pret¬ 
ty well been filled by local'unemploy¬ 
ed ajul transients are having a hard 
time "to get jobs. Wages for harvest 
labor are higher than last year, but 
there are far more men coming in 
seeking work in the fields than yan be 
used. The restaurant proprietors, 
however, report that these men art 1 
buying more meals at the restaurants 
than the- run of harvest help has been 
buying for the past several years, 
which is a good indication of recent 
previous employment. 

The railroads pnd bus companies 
are co-operating with the Employ¬ 
ment Service of the province by grant 
ing a l'ic per mile one-way ticket 
rate to all harvesters sent out from 
the employment offices to points with¬ 
in the province between August 1st 
and August 15th.

Allows Sik Cents Cubic Yard 
For Small Water Develop¬ 
ment Projects

th" drought areas of Eastern Allrert-i 
are afraid that the government might 
grab off their profits. The Hanna I’.F 
A. suggests that -farmers lie allowed 
to retain .feed and seed ami enough 
to repay local merchants and business 
men. 


Effective from August 1st, 1938, the 
rate allowed for dugouts constructed 
under the Prairie Kami Rehabilita¬ 
tion Act has been increased from four! 
and a half cents to six cents per cubic | 
yard, it was recently announced. With 
the maximum of $150 now- in effect it 
is possible for a farmer to receive 6 
cents a cubic yard up to a maximum 
f 2500 cubic yards for any one dug- 
out. The rate allowed . for stock¬ 
watering and irrigation projects re¬ 
mains unchanged at four and a half 
•ents a cubic yard. 

Several projects under the P.F.R. 
scheme have been successfully com¬ 
pleted in the Vulcan district, the larg¬ 
est possible being the irrigation pro¬ 
ject on the Ross Walker farm. Indi¬ 
viduals are generally advised to con¬ 
struct dams wherever feasible since' 
they usually provide a more satisfac¬ 
tory means of storing surface water, 
hut where a dam is not feasible and 
there is assurance of sufficient run¬ 
off for a dugout, it is considered im¬ 
portant to excavate the dugnut to as 
great a depth as possible anjj large 
enough to provide water for domestic 
use and possibly a garden. 


Assistance is provided on five diff¬ 
erent projects for individual use un¬ 
der the water development plan in ad¬ 
dition to engineering service that i.* 
provided without charge. Rates on 
which recommendations for 1 payment 
nf financial assistance may be made 
pie as follows: , 

Dugouts: 6 cents a cubic yard for 
earth excavated up to a’ maximum of 
$150. 

.Stockwatering dams:'4',i cents a 
cubic yard for earth excavated, plus 
25 cents a cubic yard for rook work 
and cost of materials purchased up to 
a maximum of $150, including earth, 
rock and materials. 

Repairs: Financial assistance for 
repairs of sinqll projects may be re 
commended where a project may re¬ 
quire Tepairs as a result of flood dam¬ 
age where such damage occurs within 
one year after the project is complet¬ 
ed, on the basis of 41j cents a cubic 
yaid for earth and 25 cents a cubic 
yard for rock work and cost of ma¬ 
terials up to a maximum not to exceed 
50 per cent, of the total financial as¬ 
sistance previously paid from P.F.A. 
A. Consideration may he given to 
extending the one year period where 
there is evidence that a project has

At a Farmers' Union meeting which was held recently 
:t Turin, Alberta, a manifesto was issued, making clear 
iie determination of Union to be non-political. The opin- 
on ,was that .by remaining outside of politics, the union 
,>as free to consider any question on its merits, and to sup-' 
.jort or oppose any political move which affects the pro- 
mcer. 

Much protest was voiced against the unwarranted price 
,pread between wheat, flour and bread, and this is a point 
n which the Turin group would genuine and general 
support amongst all farm groups. There appears to he 
ittle relationship between the price obtained by a farmer 
.or his wheat, and the price which he pays for flour or for 
jread. As a remedy the Turin Union proposed that far- 
aer-owned grain companies should amalgamate, and that 
.hey should take steps to own or control their own floui 
■nills. If the farmer could benefit by the price received foi 
.he manufactured article, he might believe that wheat pro¬ 
duction was worth while. The initial cost of establishing 
milling equipment equal to the high standards of the ex¬ 
iting private concerns was not touched upon, but exper- 
.ence has proved that this is no negligible factor. Success 
;s speculative in any entrance into a highly, organized, com¬ 
petitive field, unless there is a large body of pledged sup¬ 
port. 

In demanding concessions equal to those granted large 
corporations and in pointing to depreciation of rural sur¬ 
roundings as evidence that returns from primary produc¬ 
tion are inadequate the Union would win support from all 
those dependent on agricultural purchasing power.

TEN TESTS OF A TOWN 


An August snow covered- the moun¬ 
tain peaks of Banff on Sunday and 
settled on the Louise-Jasper highway, 
thrilling foreign tourists. 


What are the attributes of a desirable town in which to 
live or tarry? A questionaire recently instituted has 
produced ten tests of a town. 

1.—Attractiveness. Is it pretty and well kept? 2— 
Healthfulness. Is it well managed from a sanitary 'stand¬ 
point, and located in an invigorating area? 3—Education 
What are the facilities for children of a family ? 4-—People 
Are the residents good and friendly citizens? 5—Living. 
Is it abnormally expensive, or is there the’ practice of thi 
fair deal? 6—Accessibility. Is it remote from highways 
and from other centres? 7—Recreation. What sport am. 
other recreational entertainment available? 8— Business 
Are there good opportunities for investment, and is busi¬ 
ness thriving? 9—Employment. Are there prospects of 
work, and is encouragement given to prospective workers? 
10—Progressivencss. Is the 'town forward looking and 
alert to opportunities? 

A town cannot Control climate or natural scenery, but if 
it has any advantages in these respects, it is neglectful not 
to capitalize upon them to the fullest extent. It can con¬ 
trol to a great degree its air of cleanliness and healthful¬ 
ness. Every sturdy child, every contented looking adult 
is a good advertisement for a town. So far as inhabitants 
and social relationships are concerned, the entire respon¬ 
sibility lies with the community itself. Many an otherwise 
attractive centre has chilled a prospective resident because 
of ill-natured comments made by citizens on other business 
firms or on neighborly associates. 

An air of progressiveness is something indefinable, al¬ 
lied to a great degree with appearance of streets and 
shops, but going still further and bound up in the personal¬ 
ities of the citizens. Those who look backward rather than 
forward; those who lapse into dull routine; those who are 
reluctant to advance with the times or see no need for im¬ 
provement, bear evidence of this attitude of mind upon 
their faces and their carriage. The forward look, and the 
active conviction that life is interesting pint full of prom¬ 
ise, can be developed not only individually but as a part 
of town “spirit.
